Menzies  first  saw  the  tree  at  Dl.s- 
oovery  Harbor,  now  In.  the  Stabe  of 
Waimngton.  The  spot  is  a  Uttfe  to 
the  ea.<itward  of  New  Dunk'pne?=s  and 
may  be  plainly  ncen  from  Beacon 
mil  pn  a  dear  day.

A  peal  of  bells  In  a  parish  church,  or 
Cathedral,  not  only  calls  thr  prdpie  to 
worship  on  Sundays  and  Holy  days,  bui 
rings  out  a  mr.>isaRP  majcsllcally  deciarlns 
to  the -world  that  its  citizens  arc  a  God- 
fearing, law-abiding  Christian  people,  lot- 
when  you  stop  to  thltik  of  tfie  work.  Vlmp 
and  money  that  is  kivch  by  rlcrRy  and 
people  in  order  to  .suci-eed  in  havinR  a  peal 
(if  bells  installed  in  tlieir  church,  you  can- 
not be  hesitant  In  saying  they  are  truly 
God- fear  iHR.

The  Art  of  Icll-Ringing 

HAVING  had  expyerience  in  the  noble 
art  of  bcll-rlnginR  in  England,  I 
ihnik  this  Is  an  opportune  time  to  give  a 
few  facta  on  how  bells  are  rung  fnot 
chimed).  But  first  of  all,  let  me  give  you 
a  rough  outline  of  the  history  of  the  bells 
and  how  they  are  cast. 

Early  .specimens  of  bells  have  bi  en  found  ~ 
In  Egyptian  tombs,  and  small  bronze  ar- 
ticles; supifbsed  to  be  bells,  have 'been 
found  111  the  riilns  of  Ninevah.    Their  as-

lebrated  with  t,he  sound  of  bells. 
M  Book  of  Exodus  bells  of  gold  are 
as  being  su8l>ended  from  the 
robes  of  the  High  Prie.st  In  the  prophe- 
cies of  Zecharlah  they  are  spoken  of  as 
forming  part  of  the  caparlslon  of  horses, 
and  Schorl  ti;r  11  1  IS  shows  that  they  were 
attached  as  ornaments  to  the  garments  of 
Hebrew  women  and  hoyf*and  were  alsrr 
appendages  to  the  royal  costume  of  tlie 
aiitlent  Persians.  These  bells,  however, 
.  wen[.  probably  rather  Jangling  ornaments. 
It  Istbelieved  that  bells  were  known  in 
India  and  China  long  before  Uiey  were! . 
used  In  Europe,  lif  la  -uncertain'  wtivn 
hells  were  hrst  Introduced  in  the  Chri.«- 
tian  church,  although  their  Introduction 
has  been  generally  atmbu^ted  to  Paullnus.

The  defences  ol  Liege  now  in  me  ihat  the 
funnels  on  the- east  bank  of  the  Meuso  Miould 
never  again  fall  intact.into  the  .hands  of  an- 
invader  Von  Schtleffen's  plans  have  warned, 
I^elgium  that  .she  cannot  relv  on  an  aggressor 
respecting. the  neutrality  of  Holland;  and  the 
conatruction  of  the  Meuae-Antwerp  Canal,  now 
approaching  completion  has  given  a  new 
me^ns  of  meeting  liie  danger  The  canal  jolns 
the  Meu.se  at  the  left  of  the  Liegc  defences 
aiuL  capable  of  taking  shipping  u^  to  2j300 
tons,  forma  a  formidable  obatacle  not  difficult 
to  defend,  especially  aa  approaches  to  It  are 
covered  by  an  outpost  line  of  pill  boxea  along 
the  fnmtler. 

Althoiigh  Belgium  relies  mainly  on  her 
frontier  line  of  defence,  she  has  modemlaod 
the  defen(e,s  of  Namur;  and  thence  lo  Ant-

.  Behind  that  again,  covering  the  coast  and 
linking  up  with  Antwerp,  the  line  of  the 
Scheldt  can  be  inundated.  Thus  Belgium  has 
taken  very  complete  precau: lotvs  not  only  U) 
protect  her  frontier,  but  to  keep  the  way. open 
far^the  arrival  of  assist  ■nee  even  should  her

Among  th<.se  w.ts  a  Belgian  miner,  Alms 
_  Riches,  who  died  recently. 

A  man  named  Scott,  of  the  Norfolk  Regl- 
nienl.  hfld  been  wounded  and  left  N^hmd. 
Richez  hid  him  m  his  waidrobi;'  the  Ger- 
-man  soldiers  advanced,  Richez  and  hl.s  .son  dug 
a  hole  utulf  rnearh  the  floor  boards  of  the  cot- 
tage and  made  a  pa.H.sage  to  a  bam  outside. 
The  hole  wa.s  coverM  by  a'clolhe.'i  ba-sket:  The 
German  searchecs  emptied  it,  but  did  not  see 
the  hole.   Scott  escaped  to  Holland. 

Five  Russian  soldier.s  hid  In  the  cottage. 
Three  e.scaped,  but  the  oti>er  two  were  lorced 
to  remain  in  hiding  for  six  weeks,  when  Riches 
and  his  son  brought  them  to  Liege  at  the  risk 
of  their  own  lives.  Three  of  tile  family  ware 
arrested  at  the  same  time  as  Nurse  Cavell,  but 
were  released  for  want  ol  evidence. 

Por  Uuee  years  a  wounded  Irishman,  who 
had  continued  to  live  in  unoccupied  territory, 
soughi  Riches'  help  in  1917.  Both-were  dls- 
oofvered,  arrested  and  sentenced  to  penal  serv- 
ice in  the  Fortress  ol  Sedan.  When  he  was 
released  at  the  end  of  the  war,  the  Belgian's 
"  health  had  br  >k.cn  down  The  British  re- 
warded lum  with  a  medal,  ol  which  he  was 
vew  proud,  and  proud,  too;-et=tBe  record  of 
the  Uvee  he  had  saved.

type,  which  ensure.s  the  circulation  of  a  cur- 
rent of  air  throughout  the  Journey,  which  is

Sanitation  Imperative  in 
The  Rearing  of 

Healthy  Chicks  „ 

TODAY'S  baby  chicks  are  next  Winter's  egg 
producers,  and  now  la  the  time  to  begin 
strict  attention  to  sanitary  measures  which 
wUl  help  to  ensure  thie  development  of  a 
liralthv,  viRorous  flock  of  pullets  t^  ro  Into  the 
laying  hou.sC  helct  October.  A.s  rxpcrlciufd 
pottlttrTmefi  are  only  too  well  aware,  poultry  at 
any  age  are  susceptible  to  a  wid*  variety  of 
dusciwes,  and  once  Infected  are  extremely  diftl- 
cut  to  treat.  This  applies  with  sj^cial  em- 
phasis to  young  stock,  since  chicks  are  very 
highly  susceptible  to  Infection  during  the  flrst 
frw  months  of  their  lives.  Cort.sequently,  pre- 
vention is  much  easier  and  much  more-eco- 
tMMBleal  than  euic. 

Where  ebleks  are,  being  raised  In  brooder 

hoiisp.s.  .*>me  attention  hMiiii)  N-  i^wm  to  the 
location  of  the  house,  and  a  giM)d  motto  to  re- 
member in  this  connection  is  "Raise  the  chicks 
In  brooder  houses  at  least  300  yards  from  the 
rest  of  the  farm,  flock!'*  In  any  case  the 
chicles  should,  at  all  coats,  be  kept  until  they 
•re  at  least  four  months  of  age.  entirely  i^ep- 
■^%raie  from  the  re.^f  of  the  flock,  and  on  ground 
whi*  h  ha-s  not  been  used  by  old  hens  for  a  full 
year  or  more.

'lent  hot  weather  bloons^  ■  They  are  a  free- 
flowering  race  with  low  spreading  growth  and 
tine  cut  slhery  foliage,  excellent  lor  border 
foregrounds'.  The  hunnemannla.  or  buah 
poppy.  Is  more  of  a  specimen  plant,  ytth 
Mooms  up  to  three  Inches  across. 

The  f")i  iciital.s  arc^the  perennial  types,  and 
they  arr  easily  raised  from  seed  sown  In  the 
 Sprtng  tnr  earty  Summer.  Unlike  aloat  peren- 
nials they  dt.slikc  fran^lantlng  the  flrst  year, 
but  a  packet  ,«<>\vn  where  wanted  will  produce 
several  .score  uood  plants,  and  t-hmnlng  out 
will  ^  the  r^.  They  bloom  the  following 
flummer.  ahd  thereafter  may  be  moved  at  will.

The  judges'  names  should,  be  withheld 
previous  to  the  show.  In  the  first  plaee,  the 
amaCSOr  gardener  Is  described  as  "one  who 
grows  plants  bv  his  oi  her  own  efTorls  for 
pleasure  and  whose  return  from  sales,  if  any, 
does  not  equal  his  or  her  outlsy  for  seeds  and 
plants."

To  the  rlgh^  r***  p«»rp*^ndieular  cllils  of  sand- 
stone In  varying  tones  oj  j;rey,  yellow  Aid 
brown,  worn  and  in  the  lower  part  hollowed 
out  by  the  .ea  In  pla<  cs  fresh  surfaces  of 
rock  are  exp<j0ed.  and  thaae  are  bounded  by 
angular  fractures  which  reveal  how  recently 
large  blocks  have  fallen.  Above  blui-sh  and 
yellowish  materials  of  cUtclal  origin  that  for 
file  most  part  .sL.iiul  further  back,  ha. in«  Irom 
their  softer  nature  been  severely  eroded  by  ^ 
rain  and  frost.  Below  the  clifTs  Is  a  narrow' 
belt,  iv-rhaps  twenty  feet  wide,  occasionally  of 
bare  .sandstone,  more  commonly  covered  with 
sand  and  gravel,  or  with  a  rather  steep  slope  of 
ooarse  pebbles.  Here  are  strewn  the  blocks 
tr6m  th»  cliff  above.  Below  this  be}t  the 
beach  w  composed  of  .'iand.stonc  worn  Into 
hollows  between  irre^;ul  ir  tables  raised  a  few 
inches  above  the  aver;i«<  IcvhI,  whose  dimen- 
alons  vary  from  a  diameter  of  a  foot  to  a 
length  of  many  yards.  Theai  elevated  portions 
are  sometimes  so  bare  that  fo«.siIs  are  easily 
dtstuiguuUied  on  tlieir  surfaces,  but  many  of 
the  larger  ones  are  thinly  disguised  with  very 
fine  sand.  The  hollows  are  occupied  largely 
by  dark  boulders  whose  faces  have- been  so 
scoured  by  sea  and  sand  thai  they  .shinp  and

TJie  boulders 
are  so  firmly  set  that  walking  over  them  Is 
i-omparatlvely  easy  with  ordinary  agility  and 
lor  the  short  dist.mce  iii  <-<  ..uy.  Larger  boul- 
ders occur  here  and  there,  any  angular  oulline.s 
they  once  possessed  worn  and  softened  by  the 
waves.

TirrK  have  seen  that  the  cliffs  show  on  their 
W  front  the  m:uk.s  of  erosion,  partly  in  the 
rounding  ofT  and  ho. '.owing  out  of  the  rock  by 
the  waves,  and  partly  in  the  freah  surfaces  left 
by  the  breaking  off  of  large  bflKKT  TTie  sand- 
.stone  floor  of  llie  tieach,  with  its  table-like  pro- 
jections and  .siiallow  hollows,  also  sliows  ero- 
sioti,  but  of  a  different  character.  Here  you 
have  the  results  of  a  process  you  can  actually 
see  at- work  if  you  go  further  out  towards  k>w- 
\'  ater  mark.  We  are  familiar  with  the  opera- 
tions of  worms  and  iivsects  in  earth  and  wood, 
and  we.  know  how  great  the  de|tructioa  may 
bie ,  that  is  wrought  by  the  larvafr  of  various 
beetles  and  by  the  so-called  white  ants.  Slmt- 
l.irly  the  teredo  bores  into  wObd  and  does  hi.i 
job  so  thoroughly  that  he^  has  long  been  the 
problem  of  the  builders  of  wharres  aad~other 


are  compoistd  ahnoii  Wliolly  of  ga.stio;>od  or 
spiral  univalve  tiielk.  some  of  which  belong  u> 
existing  gehera^  though  to  estinet  species. 

Other  layers  are  wholly  of  bivalves.  One  band 
found  all  along  the  coast  where  thes*-  sand- 
stones occur  is  filled  with  a  small  mussel  of  an 
extinct  species.  The  material  in  which  they 
occur  is  redditti  and  splits  easily.  The  mam- 
malLan  bones  have  usually  been  found  close  to 
this  though  not  of  it.  The  Cornwallius  teeth 
came  from  higher  up  on  the  clifT.  the  :i  ■  i 
found  being  in  a  fallen  block.  In  association 
with  the  sheUk,  fossil  wood  Is  found,  sometimes 
in  large  pieces.  This  wwkI  ls  black  and  u.su- 
ally  comparatively  .soft,  but  occasionally  it  ha.s 
been  Impregnated  with  silica,  and  nodules  and 
veins  of  chalcedony  are  under  these  circum- 
stances sometimes  Jound  In  It.  The  scourge 
ol  our  Tiu>dern  piling,  the  teredo,  was  common 
m  those  far-ofi  days,  for  some  of  the  wood  Ls 
riddled  wltii  their  boring,  the  channels  being 
now  filled  Jn  with  sand  hardened  into  stone 
like  tliat  in  which  the  wood  is  embedded.  A 
■monograph  on  thp.se  f'^^-iN  e\,!iiMi.e  nf  the 
wood  was  written  some  years  ago  by  Dr.  Bruce 
_jSlark.jBLfihft  QBtmslty  of  Oallfomla,  and  the 


ttraetaires  requiring  the  submersion  of  wood  in  - 
the  ae«.    Up  at  the  base^  the  dUU-we 4iave 

spCTi  the  fos.5il  holes  of  a  i^ck- boring  shrlT, 
and  down  here  where  the  retu-ing  tide  leaves 
parts  of  the  shore  always  covered  with  water, 
there  are  living  shells  engaged  at  the  same 
work.  Around  the  edges  of  one  of  these  shal- 
low depres.slons  you  will  find  the  rf>ck  is  under- 
cut, and  often  quite  deeply,  and  in  Uie  elon- 
fatiNi  miniature  caves  tlius  produced  you  can 
see  when  you  pull  back  the  seaweed  and  eel- 
grass  the  beautiful  amethyst  pucple  of  sea- 
urchins,  armed  with  thnr  spines  like  media- 
eval chargers.  Tliey  are  closely  placed,  and  if 
you  remowt  one  (which  you  do  by  breaking  off 
tha  unsupported  rock  edge  with  a  heavy  ham- 
nner),  jrou  will  find  that  each  occupies  a  partly 
hollowed  out  .section  of  its  own.  As  eacli  fits 
very  exactly  into  its  place.  It  seems  obvioiLs 
that  It  has  worn  away  the  tqdt:  suitably,  Its^ 
mechanism  has  been  (according  to  Agassis) 
its  curious  teeth,  but  I  am  inclined  to  attribute 
the  work  to  its  many  spines,  with  their  slow, 
long-continued  motion,  peralstency  rather  than 
speed  befng  the  important  thing. 

Enemies  of  Sandstone 

BUT  while  this  caV?-mAktng  of  the  purple 
.sea-urchin  i.s  in  the  end  the  Kt'<'al  c.iu.e 
of  breakdown  of  tlie  .sand.stoiie  shore,  one  has 
to  look  still  further  back  for  the  primary  cause. ' 
Comparatively  soft  as  the  ever  moi.st  sandstone 
is.  It  makes  a  gof)d  mat<Tial  for  the  lat>ors  of 
the  small  piddiK'k  or  piiolas  Nature  has 
armed  this  rock-boring  shell  with  an  ingenious 
and  effective  rasping  apparattu  which  It  puts 
info  slow  but  effective  motion  by  a  serifs  of 
half  turns,  first  one  way,  then  the  other. 
Their  growth  may  be  said  to  keep  pace  with 
their  enlargement  ot  the  boring,  since  it  has 
been  found  that  in  hard  rocks,  where  thelj^ 
\Vork  is  dlfBcult,  they  arp  dwarfed  in  size  and 
their  ra.sping  apparatus  ^lu)v^s  sigiv*  of  exces- 
sive wear.  This  burrowing  in  the  rock  bv  large 
numbers  of  piddpcks  Is  efleetlve  in  weakening 
It,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think  th«t  the  pid- 
dtxk  i.s  the  natural  foVerunner  of  the  sea- 
urchin.  At  any  rate,  the  result  of  this  aiumaJ 
action  is  that  the  ^erosion  or  the  sandstone  is 
greatly  speeded  up,  since  the  pounding  of  the 
waves  becomes  an  much  more  effectual  on  the 
undercut  edges,  and  thp  hollows  grow  at  the 
expense  of  the  elevations.  It  U  also  evident 
that  Ihe  existing  holkms  are  eventually  drained 


by  the  breakdown  of  the  walls  that  enclose 
them  on  their  SMvar^  sMe,  and  thus-the  f  nl- 

mals  and  plants  of  the  rt>ek -pools  ar*  deprived 
of  their  habitat  and  so  perish.    Uned-up  pools 
with  the  remain5..of  bortngr  WDiaitt  llmi  U*^ 
often  met  with. 

Delicate  Scs  Weeds 

IN  the  dpeper  rock -pools  one  sees  to  the  best 
advantage  .^me  of  our  fine  red  seaweeds. 
The  clear  wat<'r  dL-pla\s  b»Mutlfully  the  deli- 
cate forms  of  some  of  them,  dlfllcult  of  de-

Described  as  "one  of  the  most  charm- 
ing and  synuhetrleal  Algae  in  the  wortfl."  It  has 
long  l>epn  a  favorite  with  .seaweed  collector?, 
who  dellglit  jn  tlic  beaulif^il  rather  than  in 
the  scientific. -for  its  fronds,  when  dried  and 
pressed,  retain  their  appearance,  better  than 
almost  any  other  seaweed.
